The vast majority of us do not yet 
understand this easy and dear defini¬ 
tion; .and no wonder; for the S^cral- 
themselves arc for the most part 
so lost in grief over the sufferings of 
the poor and in rage over the misbe¬ 
havior of the rich, that they find it 
hard to speak gently. .Most of in. hav¬ 
ing but vague ideas of Socialism, fear 
It on several grounds, some rif them 
easily removable a< mere mi'*tak<*s: 
others reqnirtng careful treatment. 

The mistakes are these; 

Krr^r l- “Sorialism will altolisl^ 
pri'-atc properly," 

Answer. Quite wrong. It will do 
no such thing. You are thinking of 
Commun}<m. The early Communists 
like the early Cliristianv, held all 
things in cpiumon. hut Socialism 
urges no Mich doctrine. It d'c-. 
however, restrict our definition of 
wh.Tt is private property; just .is wa.s 
clone when human slavery was abol¬ 
ished. 

Slavery was once iinivers.il. and still' 
exists in many countries. It was held 
legal ind hnnest to personally own 
human brings—they were property. 
In our great civil contest of half .i 
century since, the north, from a south¬ 
ern point of view—confiscated prop- j 
erty When the slaves were freed. But i

Error 6. Socialism will pay every 
I one alike and so destroy the incentive 
: of personal ambition. 

.Answer. This idea of equal pay¬ 
ment is not Sociali.sm. Some Social¬ 
ists hold it—more do not. The es¬ 
sential idea of public ownership and 
management of public property does 
not include this notion of,>e(|ua1 pay¬ 
ment. 

Error 7 . Socialism will destroy 
competition. Competition, most of 
us believe, "is the life of trade;** in 
other words, we are supposed to 
work, not merely to get something for 
ourselves, but to get ahead of other 
people. 

Answer. Admitting that we do; ad¬ 
mitting that such an incentive is use¬ 
ful; the simple answer is that Social¬ 
ism would not destroy competition. 

Even in finanri«t reward seme 
would still be paid more than others; 
and far beyond this lies the larger 
competition for fame dnd glory and 
public esteem, which has always 
moved men more strongly than the 
love of money. This remains alwava 
open.—Charlotte Perkins Gilman.

They regard 
him—and they regard him justly and 
rightly—as the greatest sci'undrcl 
politically that i.s now aihe anywhere 
among the sons of men. 

I say political scoundrel, for no 
d^nibi, in his private life and its rela¬ 
tions. the genrnl may be a model of 
»ll the conventional virtues. So was 
j President McKinley, and President 
(Roosevelt, and King Charles L. and 
I George III. In fact, it was the lat- 
I tcr’s private char.icter alone—that 
kept.li'c English from running him 
out of England, and just as our fore¬ 
fathers had to run him out of .Amer¬ 
ica. .And Franklin wrote home from 
Londtm (when John Wilkes was mak- 
•ng 4 iii famous fight for the rights of 
Knglislimen against the tyranny of 
George)—that if George had not been 
the b^st man (in his private life) in 
England and Wilkes the worst — 
Wilkes would certainly have pushed 
George off the throne. 

Politic.illy, then. Otis is today the 
greatest scoundrel alive.

These gratifying results were 
brought about by National Organizer 
George H. C^bcl under the direction 
of the national executive committee. 

This assignment brought down upon 
the national office and the committee 
considerable adverse criticism and the 
•ndopcion of a recall motion by the 
national committee. Certainly, this 
I was all due to a lack of information 
j ;ind because of an undercurrent of 
i mistrust and suspicion that has lately 
been cultivated in certain o****'*^*’^ 
within the party. However, it is well 
to know the facts of this case to pre¬ 
vent such snap judgment in the fu¬ 
ture. 

The Call 

May 8, 1910, Local Dead wood. 
.Alaska, wrote the national office an 
urgent plea for the assignment of a 
national organizer for that summer, 
and said in part: 

“We feel confident that at least ten 
or a dozen new locals can be organ¬ 
ized. Plenty of Socialism here. It 
would be hard to find a gang of a 
dozen men working together but that 
there were Socialists among them. 
Local Dcadwood w*i 1 l he glad to pay 
its proportion of this organizing trip, 
hut think if properly handled it would 
be made nearly, if not quite, self-sup¬ 
porting.*’ 

June .10, 1910, Local Seattle. Wish., 
by resolutions, requested the national 
executive

the Recall natiorpl committee motion 
read: “Place him . . . *vherc . , . 
organization efforts (would be) more 
productive of results.” 

But. aside* from the above extra¬ 
ordinary record.^ let us take into ac¬ 
count the finances, and we find that 
I the trip from Seattle through Alaska 
I and the return to .Alaska showed re-^ 
I cetpts over expenses of more than 
$150, that is. the comrades and the 
public in Ala.*ka paid the freight. 
They wanted an organizer and they 
: more than paid for the trip, and they 
now want another, or several, next 
year. 

The warm spirit of the cold North 
I is probably best shown hy the fact 
that several lornls whi^h did not ex¬ 
pect a risit from the organizer, in 
fact advised against it. and conse¬ 
quently were not visited, pledged 
funds, and Local Peadwood alone, 
with thirty members, contributed 
$106. 

There is evidence of an interna¬ 
tional spirit that must command the 
respec^f Socialists and is entitled to 
consideration. Comrade Goebel say» 
in his report: “Having given of time 
and money and effort as did the 
Al.askan comrades, they should not 
find their own Comrades voting to 
treat them the same as do the capital, 
ist politicians at Washington—as sav¬ 
ages and w’ards. to be exploited but 
nevtr helped.** 

The national executive committee 
at the lasn meeting. October 14, 
again decided to “make special efforts 
for propaganda in Alaska.” 

Their election will be held it the 
month of August next, and a very 
big increase in the Socialist vote is 
an assured fact. 

Having kept dose tab on labor 
condition.s in Alaska for several years, 
and besides knowing the sentiments 
and tnetal of the comrades there, I 
readily agree with their insistent 
claim, “that they have a good chance 
to send a Socialist delegate lo con¬ 
gress.** 

Bat the uecesary preparatory work 
must be done at the earliest possible 
date.

The franchises of THE MILWAUKEE 
ELECTRIC RAILWAY AND LIGHT 
COMPANY provide that the Company 
shall keep the paving in repair between and 
for one foot adjoining its tracks. 

This requirement his been fulfilled, not 
because it was considered just, but because 
it Is part of the contract with the city. 

The Company has .^pent, in the last 
eleven years, the sum of $689,607.62 in pav¬ 
ing repairs in connection with its tracks. 

An electric car, passing along the street 
on its own rails, does not touch the paving 
at any point. It causes no wear on the pav¬ 
ing in any way. If no other vehicles used 
the street, good paving, once laid, would 
last indefinitely. 

It is unjust to require a street railway 
company to pay even the cost of repairs 
made necessary entirely by other traffic. 

The franchises, in definite terms, limit 
the Company’s obligation to keeping its 
portion of existing street paving in repair, 
leaving ail new paving, including that be¬ 


tween the Company’s tracks, to be paid for 
by the city. 

Some of the city officials of the present 
administration have undertaken, recently, 
to compel the Company to pay for new pav- 
ing, merely by using the word “repair” in 
describing the work to be done. 

This is not only unjust; it is contrary to 
the terms of the Company’s agreement with 
the city. The mere wording of a resolu¬ 
tion, which directs the Company to “re- 
pair” certain paving by laying an entirely 
new pavement of a different and more 
costly material, cannot alter the character 
of the work to be done. In such case the 
paving is new, not a repair, and should not 
be paid for by the Company.

Any burden of unjust expense Imposed 
upon the Company is an unjustice to the 
Public as well as the Company. Whatever 
money the Company is obliged to pay now 
for paving repairs leaves just that much 
less for the operation of the street railway 
system in the best interest of tl e Public.

Mullen Puts One Across 


Mutirn has 'ju)^t received t letter 
from Mr. Samuel A. Greeley, who

Mr. Greeley is now travelling both 
in the United States and in Enrftpe 
as an expert on incineration, and he 
writes Supei*nteii^ent Mullen his fol¬ 
lowing observation tn the matter of 
asphalt paving in Europe. 

**1 w'ish to tell yo'ti’^ little about 
some repair work on an asphalt pave, 
inent in front of the opera house in 
Frankfort. Germany. 

"The men were replacing a seetkn 
of about 6o feet long by 15 feet wide 
The edges were cut cleanly all the 
way around, and the foundation was 
swept clean, so that f got a giM>d 
look at the pavement. It consisted 
of a concrete bate and an asphalt sur¬ 
face without an intermedi.itc cour.se 

"I shall say that the asphalt sur¬ 
facing was not over two inches thick 
the remainder of the pavement look¬ 
ing firm and true." 

It would seem from the above that 
in Eurrtpe also they believe in laying 
asphalt pavements without a binder 
or intermediate course, and that Mil¬ 
waukee is therefore not alone on this 
proposition.
